“Gate District, Seoffl, Koreas “On 13 December 191, Piller was removed from 

-the internment camp and taRen to the Yongsan Police Station for interrogation. 

The accused, the.chief examiner of the Yongsan Police Station, a Korean Police 
official, and unknown Japanese Police officers interrogatc@ Miller and accused 

him of being an‘American spy, which the latter denied, Miller was subsequently 
interrogated at irregular intervals by accused between the period 13 December 

1941 and 25 May 192. During.this period Pi Miller was confined in a prison 

cell approximately 12 feet square which was without adequate sanitation faci- 
litics, Was not provided with adequate food and was not permitted to shave, 

cut his hair or bathe. During many of the interrogations he was severely 

beaten With a rubber hose by the accused and in mid-January the accused sub- 

jected Miller to the "water cure" treatment, forcing water through*‘his mouth 

and nostrils (Ex. 1). 


As to Specification 2: On 8 December 191, Ralph 0. Reiner, a 
United States citizon and Presbyterian missionary, was arrested by the Japanese 
police as an internee and interned at the Gendarmerie for for a period of ten 
days and then transferred to the Methodist Theological Sominarye On 1 May 192, 
Reiner was taken to the Yongsan Police Station where he was imprisoned until 
25 May 1942. During this period of confinement Reiner was subjected to six 
lwater-cure" treatments by the accused and suffered many severe beatings with 
a rubber hose administered by the accused. The conditions existing at the 
Yongsan Police Station were terrible; tho sanitation facilities and food being 
inadequate and the Fi was not permitted to shaye, cut his hair or bathe, 
Acoused was described by Reiner “as a man of considerable ability, read English 
with some easc, cunning, shrewd, crooked and possessed of a tongue better trained 
to lying than in telling the truth." (Ex. h),

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As to spesiti ontton 3: Dr.. Edwin Wade Koons y. a United States 
citizen and former missionary. in Korea stated that he was taken from the 
Methodist Seminary internment camp to Ryvzan Police Station on.6 May 192 
by a "Mr, A", later identified-as the accused,. where he was confined until 
25 May 1926. During confinement Koons suffered several sevérg beatings with 
a piece of rubber hose at the hands of a "Mr. B" and was subjected to the 

thvater-cure!! treatment on 6 May 19h2. ne be accused and "Mr. Btu (Ex, 7).

(R.3). The accused, after being warned of his rights as a witness, took the 
Witness stand and testified under oath. He adnitted being present at and 

participating in the third degree interrogations of Miller, Reiner, and Koons. 
He also admitted beating them with a rubber hose and administering the "water~ 
cure" troatments to them; but claimed that said punishments were administered 
by orders of Tomozawa and Nagata, his superiors~ (R 11). Accused stated that 
he was a member: of: the Korean underground working in the interest of Allied 
cause (R12), He stated He was ordered to join the Korean Police Force by 
said organization in the ‘furtherance of the movement and that the position: he 
occupied was that of an ordinary policeman without authority to initiate arrests 
or give orders (R 13).- That he participated in said events only because he was 

* ordered to do so by superior authorities and had he failed to. do so he would 

_ have been arrested by the Kempei Tai (R. 12). He further stated that when he 

beat Miller, Reiner and Koons with a rubber hose that he held it-in such-a 

» manner that it would not hurt aye and that such actions were not willful or 
malicious.

5. Recommendation 3 


a, There are no letters of clemency from any members of 
the commission or from others. : 


b. The Commission sentenced the accused to confinement 
at hard labor for a period of ten (10) years. The sentence is legal 
and is not excessive. : 

c. It is recommended that the sentence be BP roved.e. In 
compliance with established policy, owing to the length of time 
accused has spent in confinement prior to the date of sentence, it 
is recommended twenty-one and one-half (214) months of the confine- 
ment at hard labor imposed be remitted. Accused was confined 5 
January 1946; he was sentenced 22 January 1948. Sugamo Prison, 
Tokyo, Honshu, Japan, is the appropriate place of confinement,
